What promises to be the be.-t well 
drilled in recent years by the city is 
nearing completion in South Julian 
street. If the well turns out to be as 
good as it now looks, the city's wa­ 
ter supply will be greatly increased

wells 
which were failures. 
John Rosen- 
erance, who is drilling the well 
for 
the city, stated this morning that the 
well, iii his opinion, would be the best 
he had drilled since taking the con­ 
tract to find a good supply of water 
for the city. 
He has drilled several 
wells for the city since 
the recent 
shortage and in 
almost 
every in­ 
stance they have proved worthies- 
for the city's 
use and if 
this one 
should be a good well the city would 
be amply repaid. 
The well is now down 66 feet and 
it is planned t)o go about ten feet 
deeper in case of ail emergency. The 
well will probably be tested sometime 
Monday. 
That there is a good sup­ 
ply of water is shown by the fact 
that the water now stands 13 feet 
from the top and promises to even 
better this. 
The drill is still in lime­ 
stone, but the rock is not nearly so 
hard as that encountered a day or 
two ago, and the drilling is made 
much easier. 
Mr. Roseneranee struck a very 
hard rock at the depth of 58 feet 
and it was with considerable diffi­ 
culty 
that 
the 
drill 
was 
forced 
through. 
While in this hard lime­ 
stone the drill was lost and most of 
yesterday was spent in getting it out, 
but he was successful and Hie drill­ 
ing was resumed late last evening. 
He believes the well should be about 
75 wert deep to go the best results, 
and with no bad luck the well will be 
ready ft r the test some time Hon­ 
da v.

The remains of Oscar 
F. Filch,

Greensburg, 
passed 
through here this morning enroute to 
Morristown for burial. 
Mr. Fitch 
was past ninety-three years of age 
and was well known in this city and 
county. At one time he taught school 
in Milroy and up until a few years 
ago his former pupils met with him 
at his home in Morristown once each 
year. 
The reunion of his pupils was 
always an important event with him 
and by this means the 
friendship, 
which was made in the school room 
was continued many years. Mr. Fitch 
was a member of the 
Morristown 
lodge No. 646 and went to the Home 
on December 13, 1907. 


Perhaps there is no belter inform­ 
ed man and no resident of the Stat^ 
who has reached such a ripe old age 
and has as clear and brilliant a mind 
as has Granville E. Cowing of Mun­ 
cie, form er publisher and editor of 
the Republican and uncle of Joseph 
L Cowing of this city. Mr. Cowing 
is enjoying a healthy and delightful 
life at his home in Muncie and takes 
as active interest in affairs of the 
day as he ever did. 
Mr. Cowing of this city always 
pays his relative a visit once each 
year. 
He was there a few days ago 
and was impressed by the rem ark­ 
able vitality of the 
respected old 
man. 
He says that Mr. Cowing is 
continually engaged in work that will 
serve to inform him more on all im­ 
portant topics and is never idle many 
moments each day. 
— ~ 
The annual visit of Mr. Cowing re­ 
called to the form er local editor and 
publisher some of the scenes and in­ 
cidents of his work here. 
Mr. Cow­ 
ing brought out all of the old files of 
the Whig and Republican which lie 
kept while he was publisher and edi­ 
tor. 
The files are in almost perfect 
shape and the paper, instead of turn­ 
ing yellow as imper generally does, is 
growing whiter with age. 
Mr. Cow­ 
ing had the papers bound in Indiana­ 
polis and treasures them very highly. 
\\ hen he grows reminiscent he takes 
out the files and reads of the hap­ 
penings in Rushville over half a cen­ 
tury ago. 
The visit of the local man and the 
exhibiting of tile old newspaper files, 
recalled to the former editor 
and 
publisher some of the occurrences of 
his life in this city. 
He remembered 
how he and Gen. P. A. Hackleman 
happened to change the name of The 
Whig to 
the 
Republican. 
That 
change wa* made iii the year 1852. 
H ie two publishers and 
editors, 
who then had control of the Whig, 
were standing in front of the build­ 
ing in East First 
street 
now oc­ 
cupied by the Eagle restaurant when 
the discussion as to the changing of 
the name came up. 
That 
building 
was then one of the pretentious res­ 
idences of the city and stood there 
almost alone as 
there 
were 
few 
buildings iii that p art of the city at 
that time. 
Mr.-Cowing told the local man that 
the subject of changing the name 
of the old and established 
paper 
whieh has since been converted into 
a daily had never been brought up 
before by the two men although each 
one had entertained some thoughts 
of changing the name to keep apace 
with the times. 
It was at this time 
that the Whig party was disappear­ 
ing and gradually evolving into the 
Republican party which exists to­ 
day. 
One evening in 1852 the two 
men met, the change was discussed 
and it was decided that it should be 
made. 
Gen. P. A. Hackleman was one of 
Rush county’s loyal sons who was 
killed in the civil war. Before he met 
his death in battle he was promoted 
to brigadier-general. 
On account of 
his devotion to and love for his for­ 


mer business 
associate and 
com­ 


panion, Granville Cowing has made 


repeated attempts to get an appro­ 


priation from the State legislature to 


be used to erect a monument in mem-

PENSIONS FOR AGED. 


Berger Would Aid All With Income of 
Less Than $6 Per Week. 
A bill to pension the “veterans of 
industry’’ was introduced in the house 
by Victor L. Berger, Sociai.st member 
from 
Wisconsin. 
Attached 
to 
the 
measure is a radical clause forbidding 
the supreme court 
of 
the 
United 
States to pass upon its validity. 
The bill provides for a pension of 
$1 to $4 a week for every person more 
than sixty years old who has an in­ 
come of less than $0 a week. 
“The old working men and working 
women,” declared Mr. Berger, “are en­ 
titled to a living outside of the poor­ 
houses and without the aid of private 
charity. 
If the old parties and the 
supreme court do not realize that fact 
they will be wiped out of existence, 
together with the old constitution.” 
It is the belief of the Socialist rep 
resentative that his old age pension 
bill is constitutional. 
“But some of the capitalistic sn 
premo egfart justices may hold differ­ 
ent opinions.” he said. 
“The bill fur­ 
nishes a good opportunity for testing 
the power of th*' federal courts to an­ 
nul necessary legislation passed by 
congress.” 
Mr. Berger asserts that through a 
thousand ways the country spends a 
greater amount to relieve the destitu­ 
tion rf the aged than Ins bill asks for. 
“It is time now,” he says, “that we 
meet the problem in a scientific and 
economical way.”

m issing since 1S9S. 
Niles is the for­ 
m er home of Kimmel. 
Ile w as rear­ 
ed and w ent to school there. 
Upon w hether W hite the prisoner is 
in reality Kim m el the form er banker 
depends not only the solution of a 
puzzling m ystery, but also involves 
the paym ent of $23,000. 


Stake Is $25,000. 
Kim m el had $23,OGO life insurance. 
The beneficiary is Mrs. M ary Bonslett 
of Chicago, his sister. 
The insurance 
com pany is resisting the paym ent of 
the policy on the ground th a t W hite 
is K im m el and th at, being alive, there 
Is no occasion for the paym ent of the 
policy. 
R elatives say they have proof 
th a t K im m el m ust long since have 
died, th a t W hite is an im poster, th at 
th e money is due and should be paid 
th e sister and sued to recover it. 
.Events and scenes of former years 
recalled in letters received a t Niles 
m any 
people 
regard 
as 
conclusive 
proof th a t W hite is Kimmel. 
Some of 
these letters have been received by 
H enry K ephart, an old friend of the 
Ivimmel fam ily, who lives at Berrien 
Springs, ten miles north of Niles. 
Mr. 
K ephart is convinced beyond doubt 
th a t W hite m ust be K im m el because 
of the happenings they have recounted 
in their letters w hich could not possi­ 
bly be known to an im poster, he says. 


She Says He’s Kimmel. 
One to whom the prisoner also has 
w ritten m any tim es is Mrs. H enry 
L ardner. 
She w as a clo^fe friend of 
the Kim m el fam ily years ago w hen 
Niles w as their home. 
H er husband 
is equally w arm in his friendship for 
Kiinm el. 
T here are still m any, however, w ho 
do not believe th a t Kimmel is living, 
an d who are willing to back th eir 
opinions w ith money. 
Among these 
is Dr. F. N. Bonine, who declares he 
is w illing to put up from $100 to $50Q 
either as a bet or as a gift to any 
charitable organization on the propo­ 
sition th a t the real George Kim m el 
does not come to Niles w hen th e 
strange prisoner a t the A uburn, N. Y., 
penitentiary is released. 
The physi­ 
cian m eans by this th a t if this pris­ 
oner com es to Niles he is not Kimmel. 


Says He*s Betting on Sure Thing. 
The physician believes he is betting 
on a sure thing because of a slight 
operation lie says he perform ed on the 
real K im m el w hen Kim m el was a 
youth. 
This w as an operation on one 
o f K im m el’s eyes th at left a small 
scar, alm ost too slight now since the 
years have passed to be noticed w ith­ 
out the did of a m agnifying glass. 
Soon a fte r the discovery of W hite, 
w ho claim s to be Kim m el, and it be­ 
cam e a settled fact th at the insurance 
com pany intended to resist th e pay­ 
m ent of the $23,000 insurance on his 
life, Dr. Bonine m ade a trip to Au­ 
burn prison a t the instance of an a t­ 
torney for Mrs. Bonslett. 
The doctor 
w ent to the prison w ith the attorneys 
and, after some persuasion, Kimmel 
consented to let tho physician exam ­ 
ine his eyes.

H e was I ohing for the scar from the 
operation he had perform ed, 
Ile found not the slightest trace of a 
scar and th a t Instead of R im m ers 
black eyes ho looked into clear blue 
/eyes w ith pupils th a t dilated and con­ 
tracted naturally, indicating to the 
specialist th a t they had never been 
affected by either disease, injury or 
operation. 
U nder the nam e of Andrew J. W hite 
th e m an w as found guilty of lar­ 
ceny in C attaraugus comity, N. Y., 
and w as sent to M atteaw an, N. Y., to 
the state asylum for the insane. 
Ile 
later regained his sanity and was 
tran sferred to th e penitentiary at A u­ 
burn.

Evansville, Ind., Sept. 2.—The coun­ 
ty commissioners of Vanderburg coun­ 
ty have decided to w ork the prisoners 
confined in the county jail. About IOO 
prisoners are now in custody and this 
is the daily average for the year. Fully 
83 per cent of these prisoners are 
transient. 
The prisoners were for­ 
m erly worked on the rock pile, but the 
com m issioners had some trouble in 
disposing of the rock, and the rock 
pile was finally abandoned. 
It is the 
plan of the county com m issioners to 
s ta rt to w orking the prisoners on the 
river front and an appropriation of 
$2,500 will be m ade by the com m ission­ 
ers for th e purpose of hiring two 
guards to w atch the m en while they 
are working.

W hen the prisoners are worked out­ 
side of the city the county will stand 
the expense.

Commissioner Davenport of the pen- or eczema 
sion bureau at Washington is arrang­ 
ing to take up the application of John 
R. Early, the alleged leper, for a pen­ 
sion. 
The commissioner isn’t certain by 
any means that Early is a leper and 
will again get a verdict of physicians. 
Ile declines to give out Early’s place 
of residence in Washington state and 
says he will have him examined by 
physicians who know nothing of his 
history. 
In his application Early does not al­ 
lege that lie is a leper, but says his 
health is bad. 
He asks for a partial 
disability pension instead of the one 
for total disability under which he 
drew $72 and Which was granted him 
by the bureau when he was in the Dis 
trict of Columbia. 
It is understood the examination to 
be made by the pension office physi 
clans will go a long way toward set­ 
tling the dispute between the Washing­ 
ton health office and Dr. Bu IU ley. th 
New York skin specialist, who declare*’, 
that Early is not a leper. 
Leprosy ty 
classed as an incurable disease. 
Originally the pension was granted 
to Early on the decision of the Wash 
Ington health authorities, but when the 
patient went to New York and Dr. 
Bulkley declared he was not a leper 
Examiner Roome of the pension office 
made an investigation, and later the 
monthly allowance was stopped. 
Early served for nine years in the 
army, being iii Cuba and the Philip­ 
pines. Ile left the army in 1900, going 
to work in a pulp mill in North Caro­ 
lina, where he claims he received the 
scars -which the local health officials 
claim are those of leprosy. 
After being released from the Skin 
and Cancer hospital in New York, to 
which institution he was taken from 
the District by Dr. Bulkley, Early re­ 
turned to Washington and went to the 
District building without being recog 
nized. 
Dater 
his 
identity 
became 
known, and he was placed under arrest, 
finally being freed with the injunction 
not to again come into the District. 
Shortly thereafter he disappeared from 
view and was believed to be living 
quietly on a farm in one of the south 
em states.

TO DARE WHIRLPOOL RAPIDS. 


Larsen, W h o M ade T rip Successfully 
in 1910, W ill T r y It Again. 
Captain Klaus P. Larsen, who sue 
cessfully 
piloted 
a 
small 
launch 
through the Whirlpool rapids on Sept. 
IS, 1910, expects to make another trip 
through them. 
For his second trip Larsen has a 
new boat built by Robert Allen of De­ 
troit. 
The Niagara, which the captain 
confidently expects will behave in a 
creditable manner when she enters the 
dangerous whirlpool of the Niagara 
gorge, is but fifteen feet long from 
stem to fetern. 
She has five feet and six inches 
beam and with the exception of two 
circular hatches is decked over. 
She 
measures four feet from the crown 
of her deck to the bottom of her keel 
and is propelled by a thirteen horse­ 
power two cylinder four cycle Scripps 
engine, with a speed capacity of a lit­ 
t le 'better than nine miles an hour. 
The after hatch is also used as a cock­ 
pit, and when the Niagara starts on her 
perilous journey through the gorge the 
forward batell will be hermetically 
sealed, while the after hatch will be 
fitted with a canvas hood with as 
opening for the navigator’s head and 
arms.

The memorial to Christopher Colum­ 
bus, which will be directly in front of 
the main entrance of the Union sta­ 
tion, will be unique among the many 
similar works of art in Washington.

or similar material.

Ithaca, N. Y., Sept. 2.—The govern­ 
ment is throttling the development of 
Alaska and keeping its vast resources 
nearly intact by means of land laws 
which are not applicable to that terr:

He said the govern­

bringing it from British Columbia. Ile 
also stated that the resources of the 
far north possession are denied to the 
Pacific coast; that the rightful prop­ 
erty of the constituency of the United 
States is rendered inaccessible by con­ 
servation.

To relieve this condition Professor 
Schurmann advocated the opening of 
the coal fields to capital to farther 
I development, such as the building of 
railroads. 
At tile same time he said 
the development should De under gov­ 
ernment^ Control to protect the inter­ 
ests of the people and to prevent rav- 
i aging corporations from securing too 
strong footholds. 
He said he thought 
the government should receive a roy­ 
alty from every ton of coal mined. 
Professor Schurmann has just re­ 
turned from an extended trip through 
Alaska. 
During his trip he made 
close observation of the development 
of the country and found it retarded b> 
the laws which bottle up the resources 


senate is quaintly entitled “The Last 
Will and Testament of George Wash 
ington of Mount Vernon.” 
The original will be kept at the Fair 
fax county courthouse in 
Virginia. 
where it was originally filed by Gen­ 
eral Washington himself. 
The docu­ 
ment is jealously guarded by F. D. 
Richardson, the clerk of the court. It 
is kept in a steel fireproof safe, and 
when visitors come to the out of the 
way courthouse the will Is taken from 
Its resting place and proudly exhibit­ 
ed. 
It has been bound in handsome 
leather binding and may be scanned 
easily by the visitors. 
Written In 1799. 
The will was written by General 
Washington himself at Mount Vernon 
July 9, 1709. It was presented for pro­ 
bate in the Fairfax county courthouse 
Jan. 29, 1S00, a little over six months 
after General Washington had com­ 
pleted writing the document. 
There are forty-two pages of manu­ 
script in the will, including the actual 
will and notes made by General Wash­ 
ington for the better explanation of 
provisions of the will. At the bottom 
of each page Washington signed his 
name, by this means obviating the ne­ 
cessity of having the will witnessed. 
The first thought of the Father of His 
Country when he made his last will 
was that ail of his debts should be 
paid, and after the first paragraph. In 
which he states his name and that he 
was “lately president of the United 
States,” he says: 
“All of my debts, of which tber$ are 
but few and none of any magnitude, 
are to be punctually and speedily 
I >a iii” 
I he first item of the will, however. 
is as follows: 
“To my dearly beloved wife, Martha 
Washington, I give and bequeath the 
use, profit and benefit of my whole es­ 
tate, real and personal, for the term of 
her natural life, except such parts 
thereof as are especially disposed of ! 
hereafter.”

“That as it has always been a source 
of serious regret with me to see the 
youth of these United States sent to 
foreign countries for the purpose of 
education, often before their minds 
were formed or they had imbibed any 
adequate ideas of the happiness of 
their own, contracting too frequently 
not only Bn lilts of dissipation and ex­ 
travagance, but principles unfriendly 
to republican government and to the 
true and genuine liberties of mankind, 
which thereafter are rarely overcome. 
“For these reasons it has been my 
ardent wish to see a plan devised on a 
liberal scale which 
would have a 
tendency to spread systematic ideas 
through all parts of this rising em­ 
pire. thereby to do away local attach­ 
ments and state prejudices as far as 
the nature of things would or indeed 
ought to admit from our national 
councils.
